_But when it comes to the point, the successful 
person in business or sport is the one who mini- 
mises the losses and maximises the gains. 

It is the knack of planning and doing things right 
and profitably that ultimately counts. 

So it is possible to say that, in many ways, the 
National Soccer League has put things right this 
year and that the standard of football has im- 
proved. 

Not that there isn’t a long way to go. 

For example, it would be hard to argue that even 
the more understandable system of promotion 
and relegation will do the job properly and bring 
Soccer into the public limelight. 


A code such as Soccer that ineffect disposes of 
Brisbane, Newcastle, Wollongong and Canberra 
needs to do more to get its act right. 

There are low drawing clubs with big problems 
inside the NSL, and their fellow clubs and people 
inside the game know it full well. 


[: has well been said that the person who 


In the long run the clubs of the above mentioned 
cities must be encouraged to fully get their acts 
together and win permanent membership. 

One only has to look at how the very successful 
codes put their acts together to get an idea of how 
the general public must be treated. 


The point should not be laboured at this stage 
however, because Soccer’s present purposes 
must concentrate on doing the best possible with 
the competition as it stands. 

Two main factors — apart from a few weak clubs 
— are causing trouble. 

The first is surely the absence of Sydney City. 

It is easy speculate that some clubs would have 
drawn upto 10,000 spectators and $30,000 — 
$40,000 for home games against the now defunct 
club. 

Sydney City had negligible home crowds, but 
the competitive nature of the club and its proud 
record brought out the fans. 


This, frankly, is a disaster of the first magnitude. 

And, it has well been said, televising the match 
of the day at 4.30pm on Sundays must have an 
effect. 

It would need some research in depth to estabi- 
ish the extent to which that broadcast effects the 
supporters of the teams other than those playing. 

Even then conditions and outlooks vary. One 
club crowd could be affeted by the 4.30pm televi- 
sion the team is playing a weak opponent. The 
same club’s crowd on another occasion might not 
be affected because the pull of the fixture over- 
comes the tendency to stay home and watch pro- 
ceedings on the ‘box’. 


It’s a point that the upper eschelon of the NSL 
should study — and not take anything for granted. 

Any sports organisation that gives away its life 
blood will not go that far. 


We have written before on the subject of the 
danger of the NSL standing down for three weeks 
at the height of the season to allow the national 
team to play in a cup competition in Seoul. 

Frankly we are afraid that our judgment that this 
gap is against the interest of the game will be 
clearly vindicated. 

The decision was plain daft and it remains that 
way. 

If one cuts one’s own throat the chance of men- 
ding the wound is hopless. 


lt is far better, if a competition has to be 
weakened by loss of players, to play games than 
not to play them. 

If Sydney Croatia has half a team away, there 
would be a case for deferment. 

But any other situation involving loss of two to 
four players should be taken its stride. 

How ridiculous Soccer must look to rugby 
league people — more so to Australian rules 
followers, who have no international commit- 
ments. 


It would be easy to say that the NSL could have 
pressed the self-destruct button. 

That may not be so. But the only hard evidence 
to the contrary would come if the organisation 
changes its ways. 

Better half a cake than no cake at all.

NO one can tell SCOTT FRASER of Heidel- 
berg United that life in Australian Soccer is 


easy.

In just four weeks the 
Scottish midfielder has 
been involved in two 
well-publicised wrangles 
and now that they have 
seemingly gone by the 
wayside. All Fraser 
wants is a successful and 
trouble free year with the 
Alexander club. 


After a four-month 
saga between his former 
club Green Gully and the 
Bergers it was finally re- 
solved on April 3 that the 
former Glasgow Rangers 
player would join John 


Margaritis’ side for 
$8,000, 

The move to release 
Fraser for that figure 


came after a concerted 
effort by the NSL club 
and with other clubs also 
courting the player. 

It was only when Gul- 
ly’s Victorian State 
League title chasing team 
began to take shape that 
he was given the green 
light to go. 


At Heidelberg, coach 
John Margaritis made it 
his top priority to trim the 
squad which had been 
_ one of the problems of 
the club’s failures recent- 
ly and when one of the 
three visa spots were 
open he made sure of 
snapping up Fraser. 

But now cames phase 
two of Fraser’s problems. 
When the club met

Robson was speaking 
during the launch by the 
Football Association of a 
nationwide football 
coaching programme. * 

In a campaign to 
establish a thousand 


coaching centres for the 8 
to 14 age group — which 
the FA have described as 
the most visionary initia- 
tive they have under- 
taken — it is hoped that 
the right kind of interest 
in the game will be de- 
veloped at the earliest 
possible age. 

The objects of the FA’s 
programme, which _ is 
sponsored by General 
Motors, are to raise the 
level of individual skills, 
make a positive contribu- 
tion to the battle against 
hooliganism, and to pro- 
vide the opportunity for 
girls as well as boys to be- 


come involved in the 
game. 

Youngsters attending 
the coaching centres, 


which will be staffed by 
qualified coaches, will be 
taught basic ball skills 
and how to enjoy the 
game at any level while 
respecting opponents 
and referees. 


Robson said: “It seems 
to me that so many team 
managers do not under- 
stand the real meaning of 
competitiveness or the 
will to win. Being com- 
petitive and playing to 
win does not mean cheat- 
ing, nor does it mean 
kicking opponents rather 
than the ball, or aruging 
with the referee. 


“Unfortunately a large 
number of our youngs- 
ters are being influenced 
by very well-intentioned 
but, in a sense, misguided 
team managers. In some 
cases the criticism has to 
be extended to parents. 

“Where I believe some 
team managers are mis- 
guided is their attitude to 
winning. We all want to

win and we must encour- 
age youngsters to play to 
win. To have a really en- 
joyable contest it is 
necessary. There is, 
however, a price which is 
too high to pay. That 
price is when the prize 
becomes more important 
than the game itself.” 
Age 
Concern was ex- 
pressed that the age of 
eight was too young for 
coaching but Robson 
insisted that good 
coaching was _ benefi- 
cial at any age. 


“You have to start 
somewhere. The kind of 
coaching eight year olds 
receive is very low key. 
They learn the basics and 
are encouraged to have 
fun and try any individual 
skills they wish. Only bad 
coaching ruins young 
players,” he said. 

The England manager 
offered five detailed 
areas of advice for team 
managers and _ though 
these were clearly dire- 
cted at those in charge of 
young players they could 
be profitably studied by 
more senior colleagues. 


1) Do not shout abuse at 
players or the referee. 
This is an indication that 


the manager has last 
control. 

2) All criticism and 
abservation should be 
left until halftime, the 


end of the match or the 
next training session. 

3) Any criticism should 
lead on to __ positive 
advice, namely ‘do this’ 
rather than ‘don’t do 


getting first to the ball, 
either with a toe or with 
his head, usually to direct 
the ball to a team-mate. 


Maxwell's passes are 
immaculate in their 
weight and timing — a 


great skill possessed by 
his coach Roberto Vieri. 

Frank Farina is impro- 
ving in the air, though he 
still mainly gets his head 
to the ball rather than 
attacking it as does 
Maxwell. 

Fitness wise, the Fari- 
na speed is a_ great 
weapon and feared by 
most players. 

Stamina, speed, and 
strength are the main fit- 
ness qualities we look at 
with Soccer players. 

I do not know about 
the relative stamina of 
either players, but to be 
sure Steve Maxwell is 
very strong, while Frank 
Farina is agile.

“If I ever stopped to 
think before going in for a 
tackle I'd lose half my game.

There’s not a player at the 


club who does not recognise 


that as a fact. 

So what can we do? There 
must be some changes made, 
some new faces brought in, 
new blood to stir the old 
excitement around the place. 

I’m not undermining the 
gaffer’s position and I have 
no wish to stick my nose in 
where it has no right to be — 
but I am convinced he knows 
what I am saying is correct. 

Equally, I am sure he’s 
working on it right now. So 
the fans, I hope, will be 
patient a little while longer 
and let Fergie work things 
out... as he surely will. 

Nobody at Old Trafford 
should consider himself safe 
— not me — not any of the 
big. stars. 

This club deserves better 
than we have been giving it. 

There were one or two 
slackers under Ron Atkinson, 
a player or two not doing the 
business. But when Fergie 
came they all, without excep- 
tion, put in 100 per cent. 


And yet, even with that 
sort of effort, we have still 
flopped. The answer is 
obvious — we're not capable 
of doing the job. 

Our fans are no mugs — 
they know what’s the matter. 
We're in the bottom half of 
the League, we're out of both 
the cups and we need to fight 
to restore our pride if nothing 
else. 

If it takes a newcomer or 
two to fire us up and help out 
then so be it — but even if 


Fergie does see that as an 
answer it's still a big prob- 
lem because there are so few 
really top class players avail- 
able. 

I’m sure he will want us to 
play out the remainder of the 
season . . . and try to wipe 
that ten-point deficit to the 
sixth place. 

That way we'll get our 
pride back — but even more 
importantly we’d be in line 
for a place in Europe if Eng- 
lish clubs are allowed back 
in. 

I’m only sorry we did not 
get Terry Butcher when he 
was up for grabs. I’m sure he 
would have loved to have 
come to United — and when 
you see the way Rangers have 
improved with him in their 
line-up you know what a 
boon he could have been at 
Old Trafford. 

He’s the best defender in 
the business, a great person- 
ality and a tremendous com- 
petitor. It would be difficult 
to find another one like him. 

Of course, it’s not enough 
to be a good player, even a 
great player, you need to be 
someone extra special to 
come to United — and such 
men are a rare breed. 

But nobody realises that 
more than Fergie. He’s a 
shrewd manager. 

He’s not going to consult 
me about his moves ... I’m 
a player, he’s the boss, and I 
know my place. 

Where we are in absolute 
harmony is the realisation 
that what has gone wrong has 
to be put right quickly.Q
